The selectmen were due to wrap 
up takings Tuesday night on con= 
struction and permanent main= 
tenance easements for the water 
project, These have taken longer 
than anticipated because of the 
engineering and appraisel proce= 
dures necessary now that state 
law no longer permits municipali- 
ties to effect such takings for the 
sum of $1, Present law requires 
that reasonable offers be made 
at the outset whereas previously 
towns could make $1 takings and 
wait for court action to establish 
a fair price, 

In commenting on these ease= 
ments, Manager Bowen said that 
they are the reason no earlier 
action could be taken on the Fish 
Brook plan, There has been no 
reason to face ‘=: decision 
about whether the town should go 
it alone financially until now; the 
easements are a first step, he 
said, 

Last week the Andover Taxe 
payers Assn, urged the Baard of 
Selectmen to initiate immediate 
acceptance of the contract bids 
and begin construction, ‘‘Gallons 
are more important thandollars”, 
President Robert Neikirk told the 
policy makers, 

A 60-day extention was written 
into the bid specifications to give 
the town time to follow progress 
on federal legislation that might 
ease the local financial burden for 
what was originally estimated to be 
a $1 million project, 

Bowen said Monday that while it 
is true that gallons may be more 
important than dollars, that he 
could not, aware as he is of what 
is upcoming for the 1966 budget, 
ignore the chance for 50 percent 
aid so long as there appeared tobe 
any possibility of receiving it in 
time to help ease the water 
shortage, 

Even with the Fish Brook runoff, 
Andover may find itself beset by 
even more serious water problems 
next spring, Both Bowen and Water 
Supt.

Federal Test Still Opposed 


(A Townsman News Feature) 

A pocket of continued resistence. 
exists in Andover tothe techniques 
used by the Federal Government 
in administering an Educational 
Opportunities Survey to U,. S. 
school children last September. 

Trouble over the test may be 
fermenting elsewhere, but at last 
check none had erupted in any of 
the six other Massachusetts towns 
which cooperated with the study - 
designed ‘‘to assess the lack of 
availability of equal opportunity 
for minority groups in the public 
schools,”® This is the report from 
school officials in Ashby, Fall 
River, Framingham, Holliston, 
Taunton and Westford. 

Washington was refused co= 
operation in Boston, Lincoln and 
Sudbury, earlier reported by the 
Office of Education as among com= 
munities participating. 

In response to Townsman 
Queries, Massachusetts School 
officials reported as follows on re= 
actions to the survey in their 
communities; 

Ashby - Supt. Jerome Bullis 
reports that ‘‘not a single word” 
of criticism on the survey or its 
contents was registered with his 
department, 

Asked for his personal reaction, 
Bullis added: ‘‘Wetakethe benefits 
of these things (Federal studies of 
various sorts) . .. Every once in 
a while we have to cooperate,”” 

Boston - Herbert Hambleton, 
administrative assistant to Supt, 
Orenberger told the Townsman 
that the survey was vetoed by the 
Boston school committee upon 
Orenberger’s recommendation, 
‘The superintendent, he said, felt 
that some of the kinds of questions 
asked invaded the privacy of both 
students and teachers, 


The Beverly School for the Deaf

James A, MacMillen, 37 Ban= 
nister Rd., took specific issue 
with questions in the survey which 
dealt with a family’s source of 
income, the parents’ education,

Mrs. Moody took the U.S, 
Department of Health, Education 
& Welfare to task on the same 
points, Expressing ‘‘sympathy’’
